ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 13.—(>}— 


Italy’s envoy to Addis Ababa, facing 
virtual deportation, told the Associat- 
ed Press today ‘“‘nothing will stop” 
Premier Mussolini from conquering 
Ethiopia. 

While Luigi Vinci-Gigliucci, the 
minister, remained in the capital past 
Emperor Haile Selassie’s last ‘“dead- 
line” for his departure, anti-aircraft 
guns were removed from the royal pal- 
ace and the railway station, creating 
a belief Italy had agreed not to bomb 
Addis Ababa. 

It was reported the government had 
learned through diplomatic channels 
that 11 nations had urged Il Duce to 
refrain from such an air bombard- 
ment, and while nothing was known 
as to Mussolini’s precise reply, a feel- 
ing prevailed among diplomats that 


| the danger of air raids was apprecia- 
_bly lessened. 


When this correspondent asked him

May Back Sanctions 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—(#)—Fight- 
ing forces of 40,000,000 trained war- 
riors stand today behind the 49 na- 
tions which voted in the League of 
Nations assembly to apply sanctions 
to Italy. : 

A compilation of the troops, ships 
and aircraft of the nations showed 


the potential gigantic power of the 
League. 

With a population of 1,384,466,408 
persons, they represent four-fifths of 
mankind. 

These countries—of which all but 
Switzerland made no_ reservations 
against sanctions—could throw into 
action immediately a combined army 
of trained veterans numbering approx- 
imately 5,941,949 men. 

The standing armies vary in size 
from New Zealand’s 618 soldiers to 
Russia’s 830,000. China has the

wonder why so much speed is built 


into them in the first place. Of course, automobiles aren’t built with the idea 
of pleasing the manufacturer or the engineer or the 
salesman. They’re built to suit the men and women 
who are going to own and drive thém.

HEALTH TALKS

| Now in response to numerous requests 


‘for an article on boils I find 1 can 
spell and define furunculosis, and it 
seems to come natural to me to do so 
at the outset. Odd how we doctors 
almost instinctively conceal our 
norance that way. 

Well, here I am with a long, long 
way to go and nothing to go on. Let 
ime see—oh, yes, come to think of it, 
'I have an informative little mono- 
graph, replete with scientific facts and 
not without practical suggestions, 
which the staff of my furuncular de- 
partment will be happy to mail to any 
‘-eader who has a boil or boils. 
inclose with your request (first time 
l’ve said please in this connection) & 
stamped envelope bearing your ad- 
dress. 

Oh, of course I can’t help picking 
up odd bits of knowledge about boils 
in the course of my browsing, and 
besides in my 18 years of honest but 
unremunerative practice | was tough 
on boils, felons, wens and weeping 
sinews, as many a grandfather who 
lived around Penn Yan in those gory 
‘days can tell the young’uns. 

Here are some of the data on boils: 
Never squeeze a boil. That is strict- 
ly the doctors’ prerogative. 

Never poultice a boil. Can’t go into 


the reasons here. They are given | 


in the monograph already mention- 
ed. Oh, I think flaxseed is a fine 
remedy for some troubles, but not 
for boils. 

._ To poultice a boil on the face, up- 
per lip, nose or cheek, or to apply 
a poultice to the cheek for “rum 
boil’ or “ulcerated tooth” or any 
similar swelling, is a tragic error, 


for such maltreatment leads to ugly 


perforations and hideous scars. 
It is foolhardy for any one to 
monkey with home treatment of 
any sort for boils or similar swell- 
ings on the face or neck. The only 
sensible course to have proper 
medical treatment immediately, and 
to submit to surgical treatment if 
the doctor deems it advisable. 
5. The “core”. of a boil is the 
grenous or dead tissue which sep- 
arates from the living tissue as a 
consequence of the invasion of the 
tissues by the pus-producing germs. 
It is not the cause of the boil, 
and it is dangerous to permit any 
amateur surgeon attempt to “get 


the core. 

A carbunecle is not just a large or 
hospital size boil. It is an unoppos 
ed invasion of the tissues under 
the skin by pus-produecing ger : 
unopposed because the victimé VI 
tality is low and his natural defen- 
sive funetions are weak. Carbunele 
‘s a life and death problem for the 
surgeon. Furuncle (boil) is merely 
a little abscess around a sebaceous 
(skin oil) gland or a hair follicle.

| I wonder what you have been doing 
|with your leaves as they fall thia 
autumn? Certainly not burning them 
/nor phoning to the city trucks to haul 
them away! If you could only real- 
|ize their great value as a soil cone 
‘ditioner and fertilizer you would coms 
|post every leaf and take any that 
‘your neighbors do not want. A few 
\years ago I asked the city trucks to 
dump truck loads of leaves in a cone 
|Venient place for me and after they 
decayed they have teen like pure gold. 
I keep several compost piles going all 
| the time. One rotted, one half-way, 
and a new one started. 


| The leaves are placed in out-of-the- 
| way places, behind the garage is often 
|a good place. I dig a pit three feet 
deep and about four. feet square. 
Into the bottom I place a layer of 
leaves 18 inches deep, over these I 
sprinkle a generous layer of a chemi- 
cal which is made for the purpose of 
decaying vegetable matter. I next 
| put two inches of the top soil removy- 
‘ed from this trench. Then another 
layer of leaves, chemical and soil, 
|Constantly adding as I rake up more 
leaves. Kitchen garbage is also added, 
|the peels of bananas, oranges and 
|srapefruit contain about 49 per cent 
| of potash. This is one of our most 
| expensive and valuable chemical ele- 
ments in plant growth. 

| We also get a good percentage of 


| . ° 
/mitrogen, which we all know makes 


* | good growth and rich, green foliage. 


| By making your leaf-mold pile at this 
time of year the winter rains will 
keep it moist, which is important to 
/assist decay. Have it forked over 
early next spring and even though you 
use oak leaves, they should be well 
|rotted by next fall. Oak leaves are 
|very acid and this mold will be ex- 
|cellent for your azaleas and rhodo- 
| dendrons.
